Dear Sir:- 

I have the honor to inform you that I have received your favor of the 
date of the 23rd of March requesting a copy in bronze of my plaquette "Le Baiser.™ 

As a matter of fact I have not exactly understood precisely what you 
want. The French terms which are employed to designate each kind of object make 2 
great difference in the value. For example for the plaquettes there are various 
kinds of productions the galvano, the struck piece, the cast piece in bronze or sil- 
ver, the former by sand casting, the latter by “lost wax." In all these productions 
the same care is bestowed upon the work and the same finish. The wethbod of produc- 
tion permits one to attain more or less satisfactory results according to the size, 
process and especially the relief. 

In regard to the plaquette mentioned above I will not consider the ques- 
tion of the wetal, which does not make much difference in the cost and has only to do 
with the execution of the work and its artistic vaiue. I sold The American Numisma- 
tic Society a silvered specimen for one hundred francs. I can give the same thing in 
@ galvano bronzed copy, at the same price, obverse and reverse welded together, in 
perfect condition. -. oe 

I have likewise copies in cast bronze, but I have been obliged to have 
them done over again five tiwes from the copy which IT possess. I, therefore, should 
not be able to furnish it at the same price 

T could as a special favor for the members of your Society let you have 
it for one hundred and fifty frances, my usual price being two hundred francs. 

For certain models in higher relief I could make the price a little legs, 
put for two or three copies it is impossible. I might aiso add that from an artistic 
standpoint, the galvano piece is far superior to the cast piece even to one done by 
the "Lost wax" process. To sum up, if your client wishes a bronze copy siwilar to 
that which you have, I will send it to you at once at the price of one hundred francs. 
If a cast bronze copy is desired, the price would be one hundred and fifty francs. If, 
however, the cast copy is made by the "Lost wax" process the price will be two hundred 


francs.
